WASHINGTON, August 
16—-The 
last “m ystery land” under the Ameri­ 
can flag, a vast stretch of mountain 
and plain in northwest Alaska, now is 
under exploration by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
vThe tract comprises some 35,000 
square miles, and was set aside last 
February by President Harding os a 
naval oil reserve. Soma traces of oil 
have been found on its border», but 
for the most part its qualities and re- 
Kourcos are a m atter of speculation. 
The exploration recently befrun is un­ 
der the direction of six scientist of the 
interior Departm ent, whose prim ary 
task will be to investigate oil mining 
possibilities, but who in addition will 
make the first maps of th # region 
ever drawn on scientific lines. 
Four or fiva summers are to be con­ 
sumed before the fxploration is co­ 
píete, but during the present season it 
is hoped to complete s preliminary 
reconnaisance and determine the loca­ 
tion of the most promising oil fields. 
For this purpose the geologists and 
typographers and their camp hands 
have divided into three parties, in the 
hope th at by this means most of the 
tract can be covered before w inter 
begins. 
A few facts known about the dis­ 
trict are that it consists mainly of a 
flat and barren land near the seacoast 
a narrow strip of which has been vis­ 
ited by white men, and th at in the 
south it includes a high barren range 
of mountains. It is bounded on the 
north and west by the Arctic Ocean, 
on the south by the Endicott Range, 
and on the east by the Colville River. 
W halers and a few other hardy ad­ 
venturers have visited the coast and 
several small posts have been orga­ 
nized. Several oil companies have sent 
prospectors to look over the many oil 
seeps to be seen near the coast, but no 
legal claims of perm its for exploita­ 
tion of the resources have been grant­ 
ed. In places the surface dll is said to 
have been collected in small ponds and 
puddles and semi-solid tar residues 
have been reported. 
W hether the federal 
government 
will undertake the development of the 
territory will be determined later. The 
working season would be so short, 
however, and the difficulties of drill­ 
ing, storing and transportation so im­ 
mense, that unless oil is discovered in 
great quantity leases will be granted 
to private firm s 
Since the area is situated entirely 
within the Arctic Circle, not 
only 
would transportation 
distances 
be 
great, but the cold would prevent a 
working season of more than a few 
months each year. The departm ent’s 
men were unable to work until July 
because of ice conditions, and they 
will hardly be able to continue later 
than the middle of September.

changing again, according to the staff 
at the Hull House and officers of the 
Chicago Urban League. This time 
the new comers are negroes, thought 
to be moving from other sections of 
the city and southern states. 
The population of the South Hal­ 
stead stieet district has changed con­ 
siderably since the establishment of 
the settlement by Jane Addams in 
1889, workers there say. As one group 
become more prosperous, it kuoves 
into less crowded quarters of the city. 
Early canvasses made of the district 
show 
large 
numbers 
of •Italians, 
Greeks and a sprinkling ’•& Irish. 
Greeks and Italians are still In thé 
majority, although Hull House has in 
the last decade been offering hospi­ 
tality to large numbers of immigrant 
Jews and to a small colony of gypsies 
who are making their home there. • 
When Hull|tIouse, one of the pio­ 
neer settlement houses in the United 
States, was established, Miss Addams 
threw open her doors to the commu­ 
nity and 
founded 
a 
neighborhood 
gathering place as a democratic insti­ 
tution. 
Everybody was welcomed, re­ 
gardless of nationality, in friendly 
spirit. 
An effort has been made at 
all times to persuade, the various na- J. 
tionalities to co-operate in the life of 
the community.
